REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
There was no prior art found by the examiner that suggested modification or 

combination with the cited art so as to satisfy the combination of all the limitations in 
claims 1,18 and 26. 

As to claim 1 , the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render limitations "analyzing the light, after the light has passed through 
the test surface, to determine a refractive power of the test surface and at least 
Che additional ablation characteristic of the laser ablation system, wherein 
analyzing comprises measuring wave front data generated using the light, and 
using a reconstruction algorithm to generate a surface map of the test surface", in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 1 . 
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As to claim 18, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render limitations "allowing the light to pass through a wavefront lens 
array; and sensing the passed light with a light detection device; and wherein 
analyzing comprises processing the electrical signals to determine refractive 
power and the at least one additional ablation characteristic ", in combination with 
the rest of the limitations of claim 18. 

As to claim 26, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render limitations "a light detection assembly, the light detection 
assembly comprising a wavefront sensor; a light source for passing light through 
the ablated test surface, towards the light detection assembly; and a processor 
coupled with the light detection assembly for analyzing the detected light to 
determine a refractive power of the test surface and at least one additional 
ablation characteristic of the laser ablation system, wherein the processor 
comprises hardware, software, and/or firmware for applying at least one of a 
Zernike reconstruction algorithm and a Fourier reconstruction algorithm to derive 
at least one surface map of the test surface from wavefront data measured by the 
light detection assembly", in combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 26.
